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TOWN ENJOYS A 
BOOM IN TRADE

JUST half a dozen shops are 
now vacant in Welshpool town 
centre, with civic leaders and 
business bosses saying the 
town is booming. 

Welshpool Town Council chiefs have 
revealed just six units are empty in 
the town centre, while the Tourist 
Information Centre is now the fourth 
busiest in the whole of Wales. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said the figure 
equates to just 3.5 per cent of businesses being 
empty, well below the Welsh average of 15 per 
cent. 

Discount retailer Poundland is the latest firm 
to set up shop, opening in the former Co-op su¬ 
permarket in Berriew Street on Saturday. 

Mr Robinson said: “This addition means that 
when Jonathan Partridge moves into the old 
Milk Bar in Church Street and Roger Parry into 
the corner shop by the lights there are just six 
shops empty in the town centre. 

“This is 3.5 per cent when the national aver¬ 
age is over 15 per cent in Wales. 

“It is also noted that the Tourist Information 
Office is now the fourth busiest in Wales after 
Cardiff, Llandudno and the Brecon Beacons Na¬ 
tional Park. Not bad for a small town.” 

Welshpool Deputy Mayor Steve Kaye, who is 
also a businessman in the town, said: “Welsh¬ 
pool is booming at the moment. It is unbelieva¬ 
ble the amount of positive news we are having 
from firms here. 

“The new hourly train service, which Welsh¬ 
pool Town Council worked so hard to secure, has 
meant people are flocking from Birmingham to 
work and holiday - people from the Midlands 
love coming here and we love having them. 

“The town council has worked very hard to 
raise Welshpool’s profile and it seems to be pay¬ 
ing off. 

“I have also been told that visitor numbers 
are up 30 per cent since Powis Castle appeared 
on Countryfile two weeks ago.” 

Meanwhile, the third phase of a major devel¬ 
opment in Oswestry will get under way after 
developers announced plans for a new rural 
supplies store and a diner. 

Oswestry Gateway business park, on the 
eastern edge of the town, already has a KFC, 
Starbucks, Table Table pub and restaurant and 
a Premier Inn hotel. 

Now J Ross Developments Ltd, which is part 
of The Pickstock Group, has announced that 
rural supply chain Countrywide and Ameri- 
can-style OK Diner will be coming to the busi¬ 
ness park in the next stage of work. 

Plans for the Countrywide store, which will 
be built next to KFC, have been submitted to 
Shropshire Council planners for approval. 

A spokesman for J Ross Developments Ltd 
said the new shop will create 17 jobs - 12 full 
time and five part time. 

He added that the development of the Coun¬ 
trywide and OK Diner sites will provide funding 
to allow the rest of the site to be developed in 
the future. 


New bells bench is in memory of churchman

FOR years they rang out over the country¬ 
side. 

But when the bells at St John’s Church in 
Pool Quay, between Oswestry and Welshpool, 
needed to be replaced, parishioners didn’t 
want to see them just thrown away. 

As a result, the bells have been turned into 
an unusual swinging bench. 

And the new bench now takes pride of place 
in the churchyard at St John’s Church. 

The Rev Caroline Rhodes, vicar of the 
grouped parishes of Guilsfield, Buttington and 
Pool Quay, said the bench has a special place 
in the hearts of the congregation because it 
has been dedicated to the memory of a former 
vicar. 

She said: “The bells were originally in the 


church tower, but needed to be replaced. The 
priest in charge at the time, Mike Powell, was 
reluctant to see them go to waste and had the 
idea to convert them in to a seat. 

“He sorted out the necessary design, fund¬ 
ing and permissions, but it took a long time 
to get the bells weather-proofed, and while 
this work was going on Mike was asked by the 
bishop to move to a new parish. 

“Unfortunately he was diagnosed with can¬ 
cer soon after moving and died in July 2014. 

“The people of Pool Quay decided to posi¬ 
tion the bench in that particular spot because 
it was his favourite place in the churchyard, 
close to where he liked to sit on the wall, and 
the seat has been dedicated to Mike’s mem¬ 
ory.” 


The village church has a long and interest¬ 
ing history. 

The church was built under the patronage 
of the third Earl of Powis and consecrated in 
1862. 

It was extensively restored in 1956 and the 
bell tower was restored and remodelled in 
1992. 

The bench is not the only item to have been 
dedicated to the memory of Rev Powell. 

St Dogfan’s Church in Llanrhaeadr recently 
welcomed Bishop John Davies to dedicate a 
processional cross to the memory of Rev Pow¬ 
ell and two other parishioners, Ray Hughes 
and Moyra Ellis. 

The cross came from a church in Llandudno 
which had recently closed.

Canal enthusiasts 
set to make bid 
for lottery funding 

A BID for £4 million of lottery money will 
be submitted this month as part of a pro¬ 
ject to restore part of the historic Mont¬ 
gomery Canal. 

Funds are needed for the next section 
of the scheme to restore all 33 miles of 
the canal, between Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry and Newtown, which would 
help boost the economy of towns and vil¬ 
lages along the waterway. 

If the bid to the Heritage Lottery is 
successful the money would be used to 
restore the canal at Crickheath Wharf 
south of Oswestry and create a new area 
of the Aston Nature Reserve. 

Peter Richards, the treasurer of The 
Friends of the Montgomery Canal, said 
that once the funding bid was made it 
would be January next year when the de¬ 
cision by the lottery body would be made. 

Michael Limbrey, chairman of Mont¬ 
gomery Waterway Restoration Trust, 
said: “This is an important next step and 
it is very exciting.” 

The bid comes as Welshpool’s mayor 
launches a campaign to develop the 
200-year-old canal on the Welsh side of 
the border. Councillor Malcolm Douglass 
said: “The restoration of the canal and 
the ambition to link it with the Shrop¬ 
shire Union Canal will have untold bene¬ 
fits for tourism and the local economy, not 
to mention the considerable benefits for 
tourism, the local economy and the gen¬ 
eral wellbeing of local people.”

A SECTION of the Oswestry By¬ 
pass was closed after a serious 
car crash, causing traffic prob¬ 
lems in and around the town. 

A family of four were involved in 
the three-car crash on the A5/A483 
which saw a teenage girl trapped in 
the wreckage. 

Firefighters had to cut the girl free from 
the back of one of the vehicles. 

The crash happened just before 3pm 
between the Whittington and Mile End 
roundabouts on Thursday last week. 

Police closed the road while a fleet of am¬ 
bulances and fire engines went to the scene. 

An air ambulance landed on the carriage¬ 
way to take a 50-year-old man to hospital. 

Claire Brown, spokeswoman for West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, said that the 
teenage girl, who suffered injuries to her 
face, was taken to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

She said: “Once released from the car 
ambulance staff were able to further assess 
and treat her injuries before she was taken 
by land ambulance to Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital.” 

The three other people in the car, the 
girls’ relatives, had managed to get out of 
the car before the emergency services ar¬ 
rived, she said. 

“A man in his 50s had chest pain to¬ 
gether with pain in his back and hip and 
he was immobilised with a neck collar and 
spinal board,” she said. “Due to the damage 
caused to the drivers’ side in the collision 
and the nature of his injuries, the man was 
airlifted to Royal Stoke University Hospital 
for further trauma treatment. 

“A teenage boy sustained a minor chest 
injury and was taken to Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital while a woman also in the car, 
while uninjured, travelled in the ambulance 
to hospital to be with her family members. 

“The occupants of the other vehicles in¬ 
volved were uninjured.” 

Meanwhile, a section of the A5 at Ness- 
cliffe was closed for most of Thursday last 
week after a trailer carrying a vintage trac¬ 
tor overturned. 

The accident happened shortly after 
11am on the eastbound carriageway. There 
was further disruption on the roads around 
Oswestry on Friday afternoon when screws 
and nails spilled across the A5. 

A toolbox was found at Gledrid rounda¬ 
bout at about 5pm. 


A FAMILY have been flooded out of their 
rented home for the second time in two 
years. 

Rachel Curry, her partner Gareth Owen 
and their two young children were forced 
to leave their home at The Cross in West 
Felton when water started pouring through 
into the children’s bedroom and then 
through the kitchen ceiling during a recent 
storm. After spending a few days at Mr Ow¬ 
en’s mother’s house, the family has now 
been told that they are being put into B&B 
accommodation by the Sanctuary Housing 
Association. 

Miss Curry, 27, says she now wants to be 
rehoused, after the second flooding in two 


years. She said: “We can’t get insurance as 
this is a repeat occurrence. The carpets are 
absolutely ruined and there is also some 
damage to furniture clothes and toys. Two 
years ago the ceiling actually fell in and we 
were out of the house for five weeks while 
repairs were undertaken. But whatever 
they did obviously didn’t work.” 

She said all the water from neighbouring 
houses seemed to run onto their home. She 
said: “When the rain started we noticed 
that the water was dripping in the kids’ 
bedroom again and then suddenly it started 
pouring down. 

“We took the children to relatives 
straight away while we tried to deal with 


the problem but in the end we had to get 
out as well.” She is now worried that be¬ 
cause the house doesn’t have central heat¬ 
ing, just storage heaters, it will be too damp 
to live in.A spokeswoman for the Sanctu¬ 
ary Housing Association said: “We are very 
sorry that the family needed to be placed in 
temporary accommodation following recent 
exceptional rainfall. They are expected to 
be out of their home for one week, during 
which time we’ll be drying out the property 
and carrying out further inspections to the 
roof. We recognise that the family wish to 
relocate and are doing everything we can 
to support them through their application 
process with the local authority.”

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Man died 
as a result of 
waspattack 

A GRANDFATHER died after being 
stung hundreds of times when he dis¬ 
turbed a wasps’ nest near a Mid Wales 
caravan park. 

Clive Southall’s family could 
“hardly see his face” because there 
were so many wasps swarming around 
it as he rushed back to his caravan. 

The 83-year-old rushed to the 
shower to try and wash them off but 
collapsed shortly after and had to be 
airlifted to hospital, an inquest was 
told. 

Mr Southall, from Brierley Hill, 
near Dudley, was at his holiday home 
at a caravan park at Llanfair Caer- 
einion when he disturbed the wasps’ 
nest. 

His family described his death as 
a “tragic accident” during evidence 
given to the inquest in Telford yester¬ 
day. (Wednesday) 

Mr Southall, a retired service engi¬ 
neer, died at Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital on August 11, the same day as 
the wasp attack. 

The hearing was told Mr Southall 
was at the Baxter Mill Caravan Park 
when the tragedy happened. 

The inquest was told Mr Southall 
was clearing woods alongside the car¬ 
avan park. 

A post-mortem revealed his death 
had been down to anaphylactic shock 
as a result of wasp stings. 

A verdict of accidental death was 
recorded at the inquest.

Rail campaigners list 
required improvements

MORE carriages, free WiFi and 
better timetables are among the 
improvements being called for 
on a train line between Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales. 

The Shrewsbury to Aberystwyth Rail 
Passengers Association (Sarpa) also wants 
former stations along the Cambrian line to 
be re-opened and better parking to be pro¬ 
vided. 

The association is calling for the changes 
to be brought in when the line’s franchise 
is up for renewal in 2018. 

The franchise is currently held by Ar- 
riva Trains Wales, but members of Sarpa 
say they want a new Wales and Borders 
franchise to improve the service, which 
runs from Birmingham through Telford, 
Shrewsbury, Welshpool and Newtown en 
route to the Welsh coast. 

Councillor Michael Williams, a member 
of Sarpa, said: “The changeover of the fran¬ 
chise in 2018 provides a real opportunity 
to influence and secure long-term improve¬ 
ments on the line. 

“We want to see the new franchise in¬ 
crease the number of carriages on existing 
services, with free WiFi installed on all 
trains. 

“A timetable that makes commuting for 
work or education opportunities viable at 
both ends of the line is of the upmost im¬ 
portance, together with the retention of 
through trains to Birmingham Interna¬ 
tional.” 

He added: “We are also seeking improve¬ 
ments to connections at Shrewsbury to 
north west England. 

“A new fleet of trains suitable for scenic 
lines should also be purchased by 2022 and 
a station re-opening programme which ex¬ 
amines the possibilities for Hanwood, Aber- 
mule, Carno and Bow Street should also be 
implemented.” 

Councillor Williams added: “Further into 
the future, Sarpa looks forward to the HS2 
hub at Crewe and the running of through 
trains there from the Cambrian by 2027. 

“The electrification of the line from Wol¬ 
verhampton to Shrewsbury should happen 
by 2024 and will present the opportunity 
for through InterCity trains from London 
returning to the Cambrian, while keeping 
the vital through link to Birmingham.” 

Earlier this year, four new services began 
daily along the line between Shrewsbury 
and Aberystwyth.

Police bosses vow to carry 
on fight against drug use

AROUND 12 people each week commit drug offences across Shrop¬ 
shire - but police have said new figures show they are winning the 
battle against dealers. 

Telford, Shrewsbury town centre and Oswestry recorded the highest figures 
for crimes relating to illegal substances in the past three years. 

But figures show that no town in Shropshire is immune from the problem with drugs. 
A total of 1,801 people came into contact with officers for drug crime between 2012 and 
2014 — and almost half of these took place in TelfQrd & Wrekin But, following a number 
- of high profile police operations, the num- 


Fears over 
new store 
still remain 

PEOPLE living near a proposed supermar¬ 
ket say developers have not responded to 
their worries about traffic dangers in the 
area. 

A planning application for a Lidl super¬ 
market and three other retails units at the 
junction of Salop Road and Victoria Road in 
Oswestry has been submitted to Shropshire 
Council. 

Earlier this year the Trinity Residents 
Association commented on the application 
saying that residential streets in the area 
could be affected by the new store. 

There are plans within the application to 
make road alterations. Now Peter Lloyd, 
the secretary of the association, says the 
developers have not looked at the most 
pressing concerns of local people. 

“We are concerned that Lidl’s traffic 
modelling does not consider the wider im¬ 
pact of changes to the Salop Road/Victo¬ 
ria Road and Shrewsbury Road/Maesbury 
Road junctions, beyond the effect on the 
junctions themselves,” he said. 

“We are particularly keen to understand 
how the new patterns of queuing and con¬ 
gestion of Salop and Victoria Roads will 
affect hows of traffic moving through our 
residential area. We are concerned that 
more drivers will opt to use our streets 
in an attempt to reduce perceived waiting 
times at the signals.” 

He said the residential area already car¬ 
ried the burden of around 620,000 vehicle 
movements a year from the town’s Central 
Car Park. 


bers have decreased since 2012 when 640 
drug related incidents were recorded, com¬ 
pared to 526 last year. 

This year has seen a huge crackdown on 
drug abuse and supply in the county with 
a number of dramatic dawn raids, dozens 
of arrests and high-profile drug operations 
detected. Drugs, from cocaine to cannabis 
were seized, as well as substance para¬ 
phernalia and cash from addresses in raids 
across the county in this year alone. 

A gang of 10 men and three women in¬ 
volved in dealing Class A drugs on the 
streets of Telford were jailed in April for a 
total of more than 55 years. 

In March, dramatic dawn raids through¬ 
out the county led to 17 people being 
arrested for drugs, theft and firearms of¬ 
fences. Detective Chief Inspector Peter 
Davies said the fight would continue. 

He said the areas that recorded the high¬ 
est drug crime - Telford, Shrewsbury and 
Oswestry - were the most populated and 
the increased figures were to be expected. 

DCI Davies said: “Telford, Oswestry and 
Shrewsbury are obviously major population 
centres so we expect to see higher numbers 
there. 

“We would encourage people who have 
information about the supply of drugs to 
contact us.” 

He added: “West Mercia Police is commit¬ 
ted to targeting illegal drug use throughout 
the communities we serve. 

“It is our priority to protect people from 
harm and bring offenders to justice and 
tackling the use and supply of drugs signif¬ 
icantly helps us to achieve this. 

“We work closely with our partner organ¬ 
isations, including schools, local authorities 
and the health service, to address drug is¬ 
sues and people should be in no doubt that 
we will act on information passed onto us 
from the community.” 

The outcomes for possession or traffick¬ 
ing of illegal Class B and Class A controlled 
substances varied from a charge, repri¬ 
mand, summons, warning or in some cases 
no action at all due to a lack of evidence.

New garden centre bid 


Laundrette 
could move 
to old chapel 

A LAUNDRETTE which has been given 
a grant to buy new equipment and create 
new jobs is bidding to move into a former 
chapel. 

Penylan Laundry, which currently has a 
shop in Upper Church Street, Oswestry, is 
looking to move into a former chapel just 
around the corner in Penylan Lane. 

Business owner Nick Davies said: “We 
run our business out of Oswestry Laun¬ 
drette, and have simply run out of space. 

“Having looked at rental properties in 
the town, we have come to realize how ex¬ 
pensive these projects can be to get off the 
ground. 

“The chapel was my ultimate plan, and 
after meeting the owner and having an in¬ 
formal chat, he told me he was interested 
to sell. 

“Funding has been secured and this is 
now in the hands of our solicitors.” 

Penylan Laundry was set up three years 
ago and expanded earlier this year after 
taking on extra customers following the 
closure of Johnson’s dry cleaners in the 
centre of the town. 

The grant it received allowed Mr Davies 
to buy new equipment to cater for the 
higher demand. 

And he said the business is still growing, 
meaning a move into The Chapel would be 
ideal. 

Mr Davies has applied for permission for 
a change of use from Shropshire Council 
planners and expects to hear if it has been 
granted in the autumn. 


This year children will also be able to 
try their hand at bowling after Oswestry 
Town Council gave a grant of £700 to the 
Community Games and a £1,800 grant was 
given to a new junior bowling club by Sport 
England. 

The council’s large grants scheme gives 
awards to groups or projects that benefit 
Oswestry. 

Recently the council handed out three 
cheques. 

A grant of £1,000 was also given to the 
Oswestry and District Arts Association for 
its work in supporting art organisations 
and individuals. The association gives out 
its own, smaller grants and also bursaries 
to local young people. 

A grant of £1,000 was awarded to the 
Oswestry Town Museum which is based in 
the Guildhall. Volunteers ensure the mu¬ 
seum is open to the public and also run a 
number of projects, including ranging from 
the wartime trenches being constructed at 
Park Hall to plans for a garden archaeolog¬ 
ical project. 

This year’s Oswestry Community Games 
will be opened by runner Amy Hughes. 

Amy entered the record books after run¬ 
ning 53 marathons in 53 days last year. 

The athlete from West Felton will return 
to her home town to open the games in the 
park and given encouragement to those 
taking part. 

The bowls will also be available for public 
use in a new junior bowling club. 

Following a successful bid for grant aid to 
Sport England, a satellite club of Oswestry 
Team Tennis has been formed to encourage 
young people to take up the game and use 
Cae Glas Park crown bowls green more. 

A grant of £1,800 over two years has 
been awarded to buy equipment, train up 
local people to become coaches, and deliver 
regular sessions in 2016 onwards. 

Junior bowls sets have been purchased 
with eight sets now available to use in a 
variety of colours, which are lighter than 
adult sets, and will be more suitable for the 
age group of 11 - 18. 


A NEW out-of-town garden centre would 
not take significant trade away from the 
local high street, developers behind the ap¬ 
plication say. 

Revised plans for a garden centre just off 
the Oswestry bypass have been submitted 
after the original application was refused by 
Shropshire Council planners who said they 
had not been given enough information. 

Local company, Knotwood Ltd, of Coed- 
y-go near Oswestry, wants to build a 4,897 
metre garden centre on 5.6 acres of land on 
the edge of the town. 

The garden centre would sell a wide 
range of gardening goods and related prod¬ 
ucts and also include an ancillary cafe, of¬ 
fices and storage space. 

There would be 210 car parking spaces 


on the site which, the company says, would 
have a £6.5 million plus turnover. 

A retail impact study, prepared for the 
planning application, says the development 
would have a very little effect on the town 
centre of Oswestry as there is a lack of such 
goods on sale there, particularly following 
the closure of the Homebase store. 

The report claims people shop outside the 
town for garden products. 

“It is is considered that only 15 per cent 
of the turnover of the garden centre will be 
diverted from Oswestry itself,” the report 
says. 

“The remainder will be clawed back from 
outside the town including, principally, the 
existing garden centres at Moreton Park 
and Shrewsbury and Wrexham.”

TOWN 


I’m really hoping the organ¬ 
isers of Welshpool’s fantastic 
annual air show don’t panic 
following the tragic incident at 
Shoreham Display. 

The Bob Jones Memorial Air 
Show attracted over 10,000 
people to Welshpool Airport 
earlier this summer to watch 
some incredible performanc¬ 
es and as usual the event went 
off without incident. Now, as 
expected, there are the usual 
do-gooders out there calling for 
an end to air shows. Not sure 
what makes these people tick 
really - but they appear to be 
the usual characters, desperate 
to get their names in the me¬ 
dia. Let’s tweak the rules by all 
means but calls for an end to 
highly entertaining, and often 
educational displays, are a load 
of baloney (the editor won’t let 
me use stronger language). Bob 
Jones, who himself died in an air 
crash, would have been horrified 
at the thought of the Welshpool 
event closing. After all it was his 
dream. Yes the organisers will be 
forced to modify displays with 
vintage jets no longer allowed to 
perform high energy aerobatics 
but hopefully that will be the only 
thing we miss out on. Statistical¬ 
ly air shows are amazingly safe 
and have superb safety records. 
Welshpool’s event has been inci¬ 
dent free since day one. Let’s all 
back the organisers in ensuring 
Welshpool is home to air shows 
for generations to come. 

It ‘s good to see Oswestry’s 
publicans agreeing to launch 
a Pub watch scheme again. It 
seems pubs taking part will be 
equipped with equipment pro¬ 
vided by the local police to get 
the message around the town 
about potential trouble and trou¬ 
blemakers. Welshpool has op¬ 
erated a Behave Or Be Banned 
(BOBB) Scheme for several 
years to great effect. Landlords 
are provided with pictures of of¬ 
fenders and anyone listed on the 
BOBB Scheme is barred from all 
participating licensed premises.

Nowhere to hide on map 
of worst phone signals 



02 has pledged to improve its service after Ofcom’s map was published 


Ofcom's new map of signal 
strength reveals swathes 
of silent white space. 

THOM KEHHEPY reports 

NEXT time you’re offered the 
chance to buy into a costly 4G 
mobile contract, do your re¬ 
search first. 

Ofcom has unveiled a new map¬ 
ping service that illustrates the 
strength of mobile signal across the 
whole of the UK, and the swathes of 
white space on the maps provide a 
sad indicator of the speed of the roll¬ 
out of the new superfast web service. 

The new maps leave nowhere to hide 
for mobile phone companies who are con¬ 
sidered to be short-changing people in 
Shropshire and Mid Wales when it comes 
to the quality of their service. 

They provide detailed data for every 
corner of the region, separating out the 
quality of reception for all four major mo¬ 
bile phone operators - EE, 02, Three and 
Vodafone. 

Strength 

They also demonstrate the strength of 
3G coverage, the new, faster 4G capacity, 
and also how effective different areas are 
when you’re trying to simply make or re¬ 
ceive a phone call. 

In a nutshell, the maps suggest that 
EE and Three provide the most wide¬ 
spread 3G and 4G internet coverage in 
Shropshire, but that they still have work 
to do - especially outside the two biggest 
towns. 

Three fares less well when it comes to 
voice calls, though, particularly in the 
south of the county. 

While phone companies are saying they 
are doing their best to improve the ser¬ 
vice to customers in the region through 


further investment, poor mobile phone 
reception has become a huge issue for 
politicians and councillors on both sides 
of the Shropshire/Welsh border. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Pater¬ 
son questioned the accuracy of the new 
maps, and said the coverage in Shrop¬ 
shire is actually getting worse. 

“We are seeing a quite a sharp dete¬ 
rioration across the networks,” he said. 

“I have used all three of the main 
providers and they are increasingly bad. 

Deluge 

“There’s such a deluge of extra data 
- people sending videos, photographs, 
posting on Twitter - on a network that 
was originally just thought to be for 
voice messages. 

“It is actively deteriorating, it’s get¬ 
ting worse every week.” 


He questioned whether Ofcom’s map¬ 
ping was providing a full picture of the 
scale of the problem - his own network 
Vodafone, for example, is considered to 
have clear coverage for most of North 
Shropshire, with only a small area 
north of Whitchurch showing signifi¬ 
cant scope for call drop-outs. 

That, Mr Paterson said, does not 
stack up with his own experience, and 
he has written to the networks and spo¬ 
ken to Shropshire Council about this 
problem. 

“I don’t believe these maps at all,” he 
insisted. 

“I do believe that I’m going round 
Shropshire the whole time going com¬ 
pletely Tonto. 

“Vodafone doesn’t cover the whole of 
North Shropshire at all. 

“I can’t drive between the five towns 
and keep a signal. 


“You also can’t drive down the M54 
and keep a signal - you can’t get be¬ 
tween Telford and Shrewsbury.” 

The maps differentiate between the 
quality of the signal you receive when 
you’re outdoors and indoors. There are 
some surprises to come out of analysis of 
the coverage maps, with strong 4G sig¬ 
nal now seeping into ever-larger areas of 
Shropshire, particularly in the east. 

But it will come as no great shock to 
the people of Ludlow to see large swathes 
of their area with little coverage to speak 
of, and 4G signal is little more than a 
pipe-dream to the signal-starved folk of 
the Shropshire hills, which receive lim¬ 
ited coverage even for voice calls. 

Steve Unger, Ofcom’s chief technology 
officer, said: “Access to reliable mobile 
phone coverage used to be a ‘nice to 
have’. 

“Now it’s essential to many people’s 
lives. 

“We believe our map is the most com¬ 
prehensive tool available to consumers 
and businesses to check mobile coverage. 

“We’re encouraging people to feed 
back after using the map, so we can con¬ 
tinue to improve its accuracy.” 

02 has promised to upgrade its service 
from Shropshire in response to its poor 
performance in Ofcom’s map, and says 
it uses its own mapping to keep up to 
speed on the quality of its service. 

Problems with mobile phone coverage 
are not unusual in the Welshpool area 
either. 

Welshpool Town Councillor Steve 
Kaye recently added his voice to the calls 
for a better service. 

He said having such a poor service 
can damage business and make if diffi¬ 
cult for traders trying to make a living 
around the area. 

Mr Kaye, owner of Multi Services 
Wales UK Limited, in Severn Road, 
called for more to be done to help resi¬ 
dents and businesses with their mobile 
phone problems. 

He said: “It is a real problem around 
here and something must be done.” 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



Earlier this week the A5 was 
closed yet again following a nas¬ 
ty accident. 

Sadly this is an all too frequent 
event and often with tragic con¬ 
sequences for those involved. 

The stretch of the A5 running 
north from Shrewsbury, through 
North Shropshire, linking up to 
the A483 into North Wales is the 
last stretch of Trans-European 
Network status road running be¬ 
tween Felixstowe and Holyhead 
which has not been dualled. 

It is totally inadequate for the 
volume of traffic travelling from 
Ireland and the industrial areas of 
North East Wales and is a cause 
of frequent congestion. 

Tragically, deaths and injuries 
affect my constituents dispro¬ 
portionately. 

When I was first elected in 
1997, I was determined that my 
first Adjournment Debate should 
be on this very issue and I have 
continued campaigning for im¬ 
provements ever since, all the 
while traffic volumes have in¬ 
creased leading to more frequent 
and severe accidents. 

The previous Labour Govern¬ 
ment conducted a multimodal 
study which recommended du¬ 
alling the complete length of the 
A5/A483 between Shrewsbury 
and Ruabon. 

A cost benefit study was also 
conducted into dualling the most 
dangerous stretch of the A5 run¬ 
ning from Wolfshead to Queen’s 
Head. 

It was bitterly disappointing 
for my constituents that the Cost 
Benefit Analysis reported that 
modernising the A5 was not to 
be given priority and the Govern¬ 
ment shelved the plans. 

However, I have been working 
closely with the current Trans¬ 
port Secretary to get this matter 
resolved once and for all. 

In a letter to me at the end of 
the last Parliament, John Hayes 
MP, the then Roads Minister 
confirmed that, in discussions 
with Edwina Hart, his counter¬ 
part in the Welsh Assembly Gov¬ 
ernment, there would be a Cross 
Border Road Forum which would 
look at this issue. 

John Hayes was able to con¬ 
firm that a High Level Study of 
the A5 corridor would take place. 

This could be the final break¬ 
through that will bring this road 
brought up to modern standards, 
alleviating a major frustration for 
my constituents who have to use 
it on a regular basis. 

Next month I am meeting the 
Secretary of State for Transport 
Patrick Mcloughlin MP again to 
discuss these proposals. 

After 18 years of fighting for an 
updated road network through 
Shropshire, I am determined that 
we finally see the improvements 
that are so badly needed. 

I am hopeful that this meet¬ 
ing will be an important step in 
achieving this.

Farming couple want to 
give the young a hand

A FARMING couple who plan to 
take semi-retirement say they 
are so keen to help new entrants 
into the industry that they are 
appealing for a young farmer to 
take on part of their estate. 

Neville Owen has farmed at Ty 
Newydd, Cefn Coch, near Welshpool, 
since 1959, when he was just 17. 

Now, at 74, he and wife Niki have de¬ 
cided to take semi-retirement, placing 
110.8 acres of their farmland and the use of 
two farm buildings up for let. 

But they have specified they want a 
“young farmer” or entrant to the industry 
to have first call and will let the land on 
a short-term farm business tenancy for 24 
months initially with the opportunity to ex¬ 
tend this in the future. 

Mr Owen said: “I have farmed here since 
I was 17 when my parents bought the farm, 
it has been my life and remains so, but we 
have decided to take a bit of a step back. 

“It is difficult for young people to get into 
farming, even members of farming families 
can struggle and so we want to do some¬ 
thing to help. We have asked the agents to 
tender part of the farm out, with two farm 
buildings as well as farm sheep handling 
and husbandry equipment and the possi¬ 
bility of either leasing or buying up to 300 
breeding ewes. But we have stipulated that 
we would like someone either entering the 
industry, such as a young farmer, to have 
first call. It is a chance for them to get on 
the ladder into an industry that is pretty 
difficult to start off in nowadays with the 
price and lack of farms available.”

NHS service 
shake-up is 
announced 

A MAJOR shake-up to maternity and 
women’s services that could affect 
women in the Oswestry area has been 
outlined by health officials. 

The Betsi Cadwaladr University 
Health Board (BCUHB) in North 
Wales has revealed four potential 
temporary changes, including one 
which could see the consultant-led 
service at the Wrexham Maelor Hos¬ 
pital dropped in favour of the units at 
Gian Clwyd Hospital in Bodelwyddan 
and Ysbyty Gwynedd in Bangor. 

However, members of the BCUHB, 
who discussed the proposals at a spe¬ 
cial meeting, said that the preferred 
option would see the loss of consult¬ 
ant-led services at Gian Clwyd, while 
Wrexham would lose its inpatient 
breast surgery. 

Councillor David Lloyd, who sits 
on the Oswestry Health Group, said: 
“There are a lot of patients from 
Gobowen, St Martins and Weston 
Rhyn who are registered with Chirk 
Surgery and this means their refer¬ 
rals take them to the Wrexham Ma¬ 
elor. Wrexham has been overall an 
important point of contact because of 
its location. But I have been told that 
if a consultant is needed in the mater- 
nit y unit a consultant will be there . ”

Sex attack 
centre will 
be opened 
in the area 

A NEW rural rape support centre will 
be opened in Mid Wales, it has been 
confirmed. 

The new centre will open in New¬ 
town, Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime 
Commissioner Christopher Salmon 
said. 

Mr Salmon said he is funding one of 
the centres in the town and another 
in Aberystwyth to ensure victims in 
the area do not have to travel to the 
nearest such centre in Carmarthen or 
North Wales. 

He secured £121,000 in Welsh As¬ 
sembly funding for the centres last 
year and they will open later this year. 

Mr Salmon said: “Victims of rape 
and sexual assault are highly vulner¬ 
able. I am committed to providing im¬ 
proved facilities and care to support 
them. These facilities will ensure that 
victims of these horrific crimes will 
not have to travel excessive distances 
to receive the support they need. 

“I’m delighted that we’ve secured 
this grant from the Ministry of Justice 
PCC Competed Fund.” 

Mr Salmon has teamed up with 
Wales-based charity New Pathways 
and will use the grant to refurbish two 
premises used already by the force to 
create the Rural Satellite Rape Crisis 
Centres. 

Based at Newtown police station 
and a property in Bow Street, Aber¬ 
ystwyth, they will ensure victims in 
Ceredigion and Powys have access to 
a local facility. 

The centres will have a medical 
examination room and be supported 
by a New Pathways crisis worker. Mr 
Salmon said: “Victims will be able to 
access immediate specialist help. The 
services will have a significant effect 
on the psychological and physical 
wellbeing of victims.” 



Scheme will help boost 
region's walk reputation

A PILOT scheme has been 
launched to help boost the rep¬ 
utation of Powys as one of the 
world’s best walking destina¬ 
tions. 

Powys County Council said improve¬ 
ment work to paths and parks in the 
county will be led by a team of volun¬ 
teers to give public rights of way and 
local parks a boost. 

The council said it has benefited from 
the help of countryside volunteers for more 
than a decade with tasks such as clearing 
and maintaining rights of way paths and 
building bridges. 

The new volunteer leaders will work 
alongside rights of way officers to lead and 
co-ordinate the works which will increase 
the capacity to improve access to the coun¬ 
tryside. Councillor John Powell, cabinet 
member for countryside services, said: “It 
is a time of significant change for the coun¬ 
cils in that we are having to change how we 
deliver services. Our countryside services 
team has taken up this challenge by work¬ 
ing with key stakeholders from the Ram¬ 
blers Association, British Horse Society and 
Treadlightly to introduce this pilot scheme. 

“The volunteer works have previously 
been organised and supervised by our own 
staff. This pilot will free-up officers so that 
more time can be spent negotiating works 
and resolving problems, with the hope that 
it will lead to more practical works being 
undertaken. 

“We are extremely grateful for the work 
of all our volunteers. Together we can 
make a real difference to our paths, parks 
and open spaces in Powys and help build 
stronger communities.”

war hero is 
subject of 
castle display 

STORIES from a life in the trenches 
will be revealed with the launch of a 
new exhibition at Chirk Castle. 

Albert Unwin was the estate car¬ 
penter at Chirk Castle from 1911 to 
1946. After the outbreak of the First 
World War he joined the 9th Battalion 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers on September 
5, 1914, rising to the rank of Quarter¬ 
master-Sergeant and being awarded 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal for 
bravery under fire. He was shot in 
the leg in 1918, but returned to work 
at Chirk Castle until Lord Howard 
de Walden left in 1946, and lived in 
Chirk with wife Eleanor and four chil¬ 
dren until his death in 1968. 

On Saturday two of Mr Unwin’s 
children, John and Eileen, both now 
in their 90s, will attend a special cer¬ 
emony for the opening of the new 
exhibition. Karen George, house and 
collections manager, said: “Thanks 
to a generous loan from the Unwin 
family we are proud to present an 
exhibition of personal effects, photos 
and equipment used by Albert Unwin 
in the trenches, including his steel 
‘Brodie’ helmet, trench knife, pocket 
watch, medals, ration book, and also 
his secret diary from 1918 which was 
kep t despite strict regulations.” 

work starts on 
extra care homes 

WORK has started on more than 60 
extra care homes aimed at over 55s in 
Oswestry.

Deepcut play 
is set to take to 
the stage again 

A PRODUCTION of Deepcut, the play about soldier, Cher¬ 
yl James, who died at the controversial Surrey army bar¬ 
racks, will later this month. 

Cheryl, whose parents, Des and Doreen, live in Llanymy- 
nech near Oswestry, was just 18 when she was found dead 
with a bullet wound to her head at the army barracks in 
November 1995. 

She was one of four soldiers who died at the Surrey bar¬ 
racks between 1995 and 2002 amid claims of bullying and 
abuse. 

The tragedy, and its effects on her family, was turned 
into a play by Phillip Ralph. 

It was first performed on stage seven years ago, produced 
in England, Scotland and Wales including Theatre Clwyd 
in Mold. 

Now it has been turned into a bilingual play, acted in 
Welsh and English. 

The play will be staged in Llangefni on Anglesey from 
September 30 until October 2. 

Mr James will be doing a question and answer session 
after the performance on October 1. 

He said he was delighted that the play was being per¬ 
formed once more. 

Mr James and his wife have campaigned for justice for 
their teenage daughter since the open verdict that was re¬ 
corded in the original inquest into her death. 

Last year High Court judges ordered a fresh inquest into 
Cheryl’s death. 

The move was made after they quashed that open verdict 
recorded in December 1995, just weeks after she died. 

Coroner Judge Brian Barker QC has ruled that her in¬ 
quest will start on February 1. 


Police take action 
against speeders 


POLICE have pledged to 
clamp down on speeding 
through a village. 

Extra patrols will be de¬ 
ployed to enforce the 30mph 
limit through Pontfadog in 
the Ceiriog Valley, accord¬ 
ing to Mark Polin, chief 
constable of North Wales 
Police.

Wales Police has agreed 
there is a problem and that 
Mr Polin has promised that 
action is imminent, and I 
hope to see Wrexham Coun¬ 
cil follow suit in the not-too- 
distant future.” 

Mr Polin said: “Arrange¬ 
ments have been made for 
additional patrols to en¬ 
force speeding limits on 
the B4500. A speed survey 
at the location has been 
approved with a view to 
GoSafe enforcing at the lo¬ 
cation in the future.” 

Mr Skates has asked 
Wrexham Council to con¬ 
sider flashing signs, speed 
bumps and a barrier outside 
the school gate as there is 
at present only a narrow 
pavement separating the 
grounds from the road. The 
council says the request will 
be considered during the fi¬ 
nancial year.

FROM castles and archaeological digs to 
cinemas and train rides, Oswestry will be 
embracing its heritage and inviting visitors 
to explore the area’s past as part of an event.

The slow worm is neither worm nor snake - and it’s certainly not slow! 


IF there is a particular group or 
class of animals that simply can¬ 
not be ignored in the balmy days 
of high-late summer in the UK, it 
surely has to be the reptiles. 

The problem is that they’re very 
hard to see, even on a perfect sum¬ 
mer’s morning. 

We only have six native species and per¬ 
haps the commonest (although none are) 
and most widespread of those is the slow 
worm. 

I also think it’s the most charming. 

But surely never has an animal been so 
badly named. 

For the slow worm or anguis fragilis 
(fragile snake) is neither a worm nor is it a 
snake as a quick glance may entitle one to 
believe it was. 

It isn’t particularly fragile either and cer¬ 
tainly isn’t slow! 

In the wild they can live for 30 years 
whilst the record for a captive slow worm 
was 54 years. 

Its other common name is the blind 
worm, again a misnomer. 

And indeed it is its eyes that give the 
game away if any confusion still lingered 
about the slow worm’s closeness to a snake. 

Snakes cannot blink their eyes, while 
slow worms can and do so in an engaging if 
slightly somnolent way. 

The ‘fragilis’ part of its name is arguably 
the only redeeming feature for, although it 
is a reasonably hardy species, hibernating 
long, cold winters under leaves and amongst 
tree roots, it does have the ability to ‘break 
off the latter part of its tail as an escape 



mechanism. A new tail begins to regenerate 
after a couple of weeks but will never re¬ 
grow entirely or to its former glory. 

Slow worms usually emerge from hiber¬ 
nation in March, and courtship tends to 
take place between mid-May and late June, 
at which time males typically become ag¬ 
gressive towards each other. 

During courtship, a male takes hold of 
the female by biting her head or neck, and 
the bodies of the two lizards will become 
intertwined. 

Courtship may last for as long as 10 hours 
before copulation occurs and depending on 
the local climate, the female slow worm will 
mate annually or once every two years. 

A curious fact about this animal is that it 
is ovoviviparous. 

Instead of laying eggs, the female gives 
birth to an average of eight live young be¬ 
tween mid-August and mid-September 
however the young slow worms are initially 
encased in the egg membrane. 

So how can you see a slow worm, or per¬ 
haps even a young one at this time of the 
year? 

Being cold-blooded, they need to bask, but 
prefer to do this in between plants or rocks, 
or under metal or rubber sheets, which are 
deliberately placed in some nature reserves. 

However, blessed as we are with mosses 
(peat bogs) in this part of the world, be 


aware that the adder, Britain’s only ven¬ 
omous snake, could also be lurking be¬ 
neath these sheets. 

Other favourite spots for this species 
include dry stone walls, hedgerows, rock 
piles and even mature gardens. They are 
a gardener’s friend, hunting slugs after 
dusk or a sharp rain shower and their fa¬ 


vourite place within a garden or allotment 
is the compost heap. Another of Britain’s 
elusive reptiles, the grass snake, also enjoy 
compost heaps and so if you’re very lucky 
you may be able to see one without a visit 
to the bog. Ben will be exhibiting at the 
Midland Game Fair at Weston Park on 
September 19 and 20. 


Cost of phone 
informationfor 
police revealed 

POLICE in forces that cover Shropshire and Mid Wales 
have been forced to pay £1 million pounds in the last three 
years to access phone records during investigations. 

They have been billed by mobile phone companies for 
co-operating in crime or missing people inquiries. 

Access can be used to get records of phone usage to show 
when calls and texts were made and sent, cell site searches 
and to reveal the location of a handset. 

Forces say the information provides surveillance on and 
removes some of the most notorious criminals off the street. 

The data is also used to find missing people and prevent 
other from coming to harm. 

Bosses at phone companies have defended their right to 
charge police for providing access to phone records. They 
said there was legislation in place to “recover reasonable 
costs”. 

Forces pay the money to the Home Office, which in turns 
pays the communication giants. 

The expenditure of £986,687 was paid to the Home Of¬ 
fice and then onto mobile phone giants by the West Mercia 
Police and Warwickshire Police Force Alliance and Dy- 
fed-Powys Police combined in just three years. 

The Alliance paid £756,995 and the Welsh force paid 
£229,692 over the last three financial years. 

Detective Superintendent Mark Loader, of West Mer¬ 
cia Police, said: “Accessing communications data is a vital 
part of many investigations, from locating missing people 
to tracking down suspects who could be a risk to the public. 

“The acquisition of communications data under the 
Regulation of Investigatory Powers Act is a justifiable in¬ 
terference with an individual’s human rights only if the 
conduct being authorised is necessary, proportionate and 
in accordance with law. 

“The information gathered consists of where a call was 
made from, the number it was calling and the amount of 
time it was in use. 

“It does not gather information on the conversation it¬ 
self or any data within the communication, such as photos, 
text, audio or video. The information we gain from this 
method of investigation is used to better help protect peo¬ 
ple from harm.” 

The West Mercia and Warwickshire Alliance paid 
£242,171 in 2012/13. Following this year, the figures 
have been calculated for the police alliance, so in 2013/14, 
£261,930 was spent and in 2014/15 the access cost £252,894.

Robert Jones was an eminent 
surgeon who was related to his 
mentor, the renowned Welsh 
surgeon, Hugh Owen Thomas, 
a descendant of the Anglesey 
Bone Setters. Hugh invented the 
‘Thomas Splint’ used by Rob¬ 
ert during the First World War 
to save the lives of thousands of 
soldiers and is still used by the 
British Army Medical Core to 
this day. 

Agnes Hunt was born into a 
Shropshire land-owning family 
in 1867 and despite a painful hip 
disability, she trained as a nurse. 

In 1900 she opened Florence 
House, a convalescent home for 
disabled children in Baschurch. 


Robert Jones was so impressed 
by her visionary work he become 
Honorary Surgeon to the home 
which flourished under their joint 
leadership, becoming one of the 
first institutions to use X-ray. 

Florence House became an 
auxiliary Military Hospital dur¬ 
ing the war before being moved 
to the current Robert Jones and 
Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital 
site near Gobowen in 1921. 

Qube chose to highlight the 
work of these heroes because so 
few people knew their incredible 
story. 

Chief officer, Laurel Roberts 
said: “People know the name of 
the hospital but not many know 
the importance they played in de¬ 
veloping the modern healthcare 
practices we adopt today.” Frac¬ 
ture: WW1 to 21st Century Heal¬ 
ing is at Qube Gallery, Oswestry 
from Thursday next week to No¬ 
vember 11.

Conference Teamwork will help to boost sector 

for women 
in the dairy 
business

TEAMWORK across the supply chain will help 
beef and sheep producers drive efficiencies and 
future-proof their businesses, according to sen¬ 
ior figures across the sector. 

Experts from industries including retail, 
banking and science said that against a backdrop 
of market volatility and poor prices, producers 
needed to look at all aspects of their businesses 
to see where they could make improvements - 
and where possible work more closely with re¬ 
tailers and processors to drive efficiencies. 

The claims came during presentations at the 
Wynnstay Sheep and Beef Event in Welshpool, 
where speakers included Waitrose head of ag¬ 
riculture Duncan Sinclair, who said a more 


“joined-up” approach would help the sector 
share ideas and improve the way it produced 
food. 

Addressing some of the 800 visitors who at¬ 
tended the event, Mr Sinclair said the retailer 
aimed to grow its business by focusing on se¬ 
curing supplies, optimising efficiency, being 
environmentally sustainable and engaging with 
people across the chain. 

To help it achieve that, it was working with 
a range of players, from researchers and educa¬ 
tors, to training providers, producers, custom¬ 
ers and the government to innovate and drive 
efficiencies - an approach farmers needed to 
embrace too. 


Nuffield Scholar and vet Rob Drysdale also 
stressed the importance of integration across 
the production system to help improve business 
efficiency, output and margins. 

Wynnstay chief executive Ken Greetham said: 
“There isn’t a great amount of positivity in the 
livestock sector at the moment as the result of 
unsustainable milk and lamb prices, but that’s 
what made this event so important.” 

“We wanted to emphasise to producers that 
there is a future in the livestock sectors, that 
there are reasons to be positive and that there 
are steps they can take to make their businesses 
more profitable by looking at efficiencies at 
every stage of the production process.” 


WOMEN working in dairying will have the 
opportunity to connect, share and be in¬ 
spired at the inaugural Women in Dairy 
conference. 

The event will take place at Worcester’s Six- 
ways Stadium on Wednesday, and will see ADHD 
dairy board chairman Gwyn Jones talk about 
women’s role in dairy. 

Nuffield scholar Tanya Robbins will explore how in¬ 
novative women are in today’s agriculture, whilst Wis¬ 
consin-based Genus ABS chief operating officer, Saskia 
Korink, will discuss working in the global dairy sector. 

Among the other speakers, livestock scientist Mir¬ 
iam Parker will help delegates to understand how to 
see the world through the eyes of cattle, whilst Di Was- 
tenage who farms in Devon with her husband Peter, 
will discuss her role in the practical operations of their 
645ha farm carrying 1,090 cows across four units. 

There will also be an opportunity to find out more 
about Women in Dairy, the national platform for net¬ 
working and knowledge transfer recently launched by 
the Royal Association of British Dairy Farmers and 
Promar International, a Genus pic company, and sup¬ 
ported by AHDB Dairy. 

“This new network which is designed to bring to¬ 
gether all women working in the dairy industry has 
three clearly defined objectives - to connect, share and 
inspire, and generate camaraderie for all women work¬ 
ing within the sector,” says RABDF national co-ordi- 
nator, Emily Egan. 

“Those three objectives will be reflected in the con¬ 
ference, our first major event to which we are looking 
forward to bringing together and welcoming delegates 
from throughout the UK and from across the sector, 
whether they are partners in the business or farming 
in their own right, calf rearers, students, vets or from 
the supply trade. Among them will be members of the 
10 newly established Women in Dairy regional groups.”

£500m fund 
to ease late 
payment blow 

BANKING giant Lloyds has set up a £500 
million emergency fund to help British 
farmers who are facing late subsidy pay¬ 
ments under the new Common Agricul¬ 
ture Policy. 

Late payments are being expected in the wake 
of the transition from the old subsidy payment 
system to a new digital process which sees farm¬ 
ers apply online. 

Delays in processing those payments are thought to 
have left farmers waiting for around £200 million in 
payments. 

Andrew Naylor, head of agriculture at Lloyds Bank¬ 
ing Group, said: “UK farmers face all sorts of pressures 
and we want to ensure they do not have to worry if they 
do not receive their payment in December. 

“By establishing this contingency fund we hope to 
help farmers get access to the finance they need to keep 
their business moving, whether they are looking to buy 
livestock, invest in crops or simply manage their cash 
flow. 

“We have a long heritage of supporting farmers in 
difficult times, and through our network of specialist 
agriculture managers across the UK, we will be able to 
help look at each customer’s situation and give them 
the help that they need.” 

The move comes at a time when the industry is al¬ 
ready under increasing pressure, with rock-bottom 
milk and lamb prices in particular leaving farmers and 
growers with holes in their budgets. 

At an average of 23.66p per litre of milk delivered 
British farmers are receiving a price 25pc below the 
rate they received last year, leaving many dependent 
on their CAP payments. 

Farmers in other countries are already able to access 
funding from support schemes. In New Zealand, Fon- 
terra, has made around £182 million available to strug¬ 
gling dairy producers in the form of interest-free loans. 


Day in the life of a 
typical dairy farmer 


THE day dawned bright with a 
near cloudless blue sky over Matt 
Weaver’s 620-acre dairy farm, but 
there were some clouds on the 
horizon for the 38-year-old fa- 
ther-of-four. 

A storm of protest has been whipped 
up by the falling price of the milk that 
is produced by the business and the 
slump now threatens his future on the 
land at the farm which his family has 
worked for more than 300 years. 

“It would break my heart if that hap¬ 
pened but I need 25p per litre to make ends 
meet and am getting 23p at the moment,” 
he said. 

“That will be reduced to 22p. I cannot 
carry on like this indefinitely.” 

Recently Matt was forced to add £25,000 
to his seemingly ever-growing bank over¬ 
draft. 

He and son Dan, 13, have stayed at home 
at Aston Pool Farm in Stafford Road, Stone, 
while wife Radka enjoys a holiday with rel¬ 
atives in her home country of the Czech Re¬ 
public with their other children. 

“I would have liked to go with them but 
we have had to cut back,” he confessed 
during a hectic start to the day. His annual 
holiday this year was two days at the Great 
Yorkshire Show. 

Matt was hard at work nearly two hours 
before dawn broke and did not finish until 
10pm. 

It was a typical day, but despite putting in 
a near 100-hour week his wife and he take 
just £600-a-month from the business, mean¬ 
ing they are eligible for tax credit benefits. 

He got up at 4am at his converted cow¬ 
shed home built on his brother Richard’s 
beef and arable farm just over a mile from 
his own spread which includes 170 acres of 
rented land. 

Less than half an hour later Dan - put¬ 
ting in a shift during his school holidays 
- and his father had donned plastic aprons 
and gloves and were preparing the milking 
parlour. 

Meanwhile Steve Burrows - one of the 
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three full-time staff who work nine-hour 
shifts - brought the animals from the sur¬ 
rounding fields and sheds for the first of 
their two daily milking sessions. 

There are 24 milking units down either 
side of the parlour and the cows patiently 
waited their turn to be linked up to the four 
cup clusters that collect the milk. 

Matt and Dan raced up and down the line 
connecting the cows, disinfecting the equip¬ 
ment and regularly washing the shed floor 
clean while moving the milked animals out¬ 
side to make room for the next wave. The 
pair gave gentle words of encouragement to 
ensure the cows remained calm. 

Those at the right time of their annual 
cycle for milking produce 30 litres from the 
two sessions. 

Hungry 

Matt has to have cows calving every 
month to ensure the level supply of milk 
demanded throughout the year by the dairy 
production company which collects more 
than 7,000 litres a day from the farm. 

The morning session took three hours, 
after which it was time for the father and 
son to feed 40 new born calves. The pair 
lugged buckets full of milk and feed to the 
hungry animals that each has its own pod. 

Next task for Dan was to travel with his 
grandfather to Market Drayton market 
where they sold five of their calves, while 
his father checked cows due to give birth at 
the farm within the next three weeks. When 
that chore was completed Matt moved on 
to determine which of his herd was at the 
right time for insemination. Each animal 
has a collar round its neck that monitors 
activity and transmits hourly data reports 
to a processor. 

The farmer trawled through the informa¬ 
tion on his computer system and identified 
tell-tale fertility signs in the behaviour of 
two cows. He phoned a breeding technician 
after selecting the ideal sire to ensure the

best possible progeny from the selection of 
samples held under special conditions at the 
farm. By chance the technician happened to 
be in the area and was on site within min¬ 
utes to inseminate the cows. 

Matt paused to watch traffic travelling 
past the farm while he prepared for a 10am 
meeting with his staff and said with a smile: 
“We have done half a day’s work and the 
rest of the world is just getting up while we 
get on with things.” 

Then it was time for a snatched breakfast 
after which he decided he did not have time 
to deal with any paperwork and headed off 
to a supplier to pick up a part for a repair to 
the milking parlour. 

Next he visited four different fields 
spread around Stone, all but one of which 
is rented by him. Each contains some of his 
£400,000 herd ranging from heifers in calf 


to cows that have completed their lactation 
cycle and have a rest during the two months 
they give no milk. At lunch time he has an¬ 
other bite to eat before spending the after¬ 
noon preparing the yard for harvesting that 
was due to begin the following day. 

That task was completed as afternoon 
milking started. After two hours he had 
to leave a member of staff to finish off the 
session while he fed the calves again before 
heading home for dinner. Ninety minutes 
later he made final checks on the calving 
cows and other animals before getting to 
sleep at 11pm. He said: “I don’t toss and 
turn worrying about the size of my bank 
loan as long as I could sell my livestock to 
get me out of the debt if necessary. Things 
could be a lot worse. I am pessimistic about 
the short term future but have got to be op¬ 
timistic about the long term. If I wasn’t I 
would give up now.” 


Expert warns market becoming increasingly localised 


THE market for land sales is becoming in¬ 
creasingly localised, a Shropshire-based 
specialist has warned in the wake of new 
figures which showed a slowdown in the 
price of agricultural land. 

Gareth Lay, of Bruton Knowles in Shrewsbury, 
said that concern over all sectors of farming was 
one of a number of factors which were dragging 
back the market after a long period of price in¬ 
creases. 

The West Midlands market has seen a modest change 
to the value of land, with prices continuing to rise albeit 
at a slower rate. 

Since the turn of the year an acre of land in the West 
Midlands has increased in price from £8,250 to £9,000, 
whereas nationally it has finally dropped, from £10,067 
to £9,692. 



The West Midlands is one of the higher value areas 

“The increase in supply to the market is having the 
effect of stabilising prices at which land deals are being 
concluded,” Mr Lay said. 


“Whilst there are always local variations, and specific 
factors to be taken into account, the trend for greater land 
value stability seems set to continue for the coming year.” 

The region has seen a three per cent reduction on the 
value of pasture land, however, after clocking in at an av¬ 
erage of £8,000 per acre in the first half. The West Mid¬ 
lands continues to be one of the highest value areas in the 
country, however. 

Mr Lay added: “The market is becoming ever more 
localised. Private sales in certain areas continue to be 
well above market rates, but in less favoured areas it is a 
struggle to get interest at realistic levels. 

“The acquisition of land to benefit from development 
land rollover relief continues to be a strong driver in most 
regions. 

“Whilst average values are useful, caution needs to be 
taken to look at each block of land on its own merits. 

“Commercial farmers have been the most active as buy¬ 
ers in recent months.”

The all-new XF retains its predecessor’s 
core attributes, but uses Jaguar’s alumini¬ 
um-intensive architecture to enable weight 
savings of up to 190kg - making the 163PS 
diesel model 80kg lighter than the nearest 
competitor - plus an increase in torsional 
stiffness of up to 28 per cent. 

The light, stiff body is also fundamental to 
the all-new XF’s superb vehicle dynamics. 
Adopting electric power-assisted steering 
(EPAS) maintains Jaguar’s leadership in 


steering feel but also reduces fuel consump¬ 
tion by up to two per cent and three per cent 
for diesel and petrol models respectively. 
EPAS also enables functions such as cam¬ 
ber compensation and advanced driver 
assistance systems including lane-keep 
assist, driver condition monitoring and bay 
and parallel park-assist. 

All-surface progress control, developed 
for low-speed driving in adverse conditions, 
automatically manages the brakes and the 
throttle to deliver the best possible traction, 
enabling the car to pull away smoothly: the 
driver only has to steer. ASPC operates be¬ 
tween 3.6km/h and 30km/h, and the desired 
speed is set by the driver using the cruise 
control switches (auto transmission only). 


Infotainment and connectivity is the most 
advanced Jaguar has ever offered. The 
all-new InControl Touch Pro system builds 
on the intuitive user interface of InControl 
Touch, and supports all the same features 
- including InControl apps, InControl re¬ 
mote and Wi-Fi hotspot - but offers a 10.2in 
touchscreen and dual-view technology 
which allows the driver to see information 
such as navigation, while the front seat pas¬ 
senger watches TV or a DVD. 

To minimise driver distraction the new XF 
offers a colour laser head-up display. Stereo 
camera technology enables autonomous 
emergency braking, lane departure warning 
and lane-keep assist systems. 

Adaptive cruise control with queue assist 


takes the stress out of motorway driving 
in stop-go traffic by tracking the vehicle in 
front. 

The XF is also the first Jaguar to offer 
adaptive full-LED headlights. Featuring two 
banks of LEDs and reflectors, they generate 
light with a colour temperature closer to that 
of daylight than is achievable with Xenon 
lights. 

At the same time, energy consumption is 
reduced. 

The range will consist of the XF Pres¬ 
tige, XF R-Sport, XF Portfolio and XF S. The 
powertrain range will consist of: 163PS and 
180PS 2.0-litre diesel manual and automat¬ 
ic; RWD 300PS 3.0 V6 diesel automatic; 
RWD 380PS 3.0-litre V6 petrol automatic.

RELEGATION fears finally became 
reality for Oswestry who were sen¬ 
tenced to life in division two of the Bir¬ 
mingham League next season after 
rain forced the abandonment of their 
home clash against Bromsgrove.

DESPITE retiring on the 
opening day of ADAC Rallye 
Deutschland after a high-speed 
accident, Welshman Tom Cave 
is still well in the championship 
fight to claim the Drive DMACK 
Fiesta Trophy. 

Cave’s retirement on round 
nine of the FIA World Rally 
Championship was a disappoint¬ 
ment but the championship rules 
allow him to drop this score from 
his counting rounds.
